DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "a pair of concealment plates" 
(no reference given) (claim 1, line 7, and claim 4, line 7), u a plurality of apertures (of inner 
barrel)" (no references given) (claims 1 and 4, line 17), "a roll of material (40)", and ''the four 
metal partitions are curved' (claim 6, line 1) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: "apertures of a 
triangular truss" and "an aperture of a plate (28)". A proposed drawing correction, corrected 
drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the reference sign(s) in the description, are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to 
the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

3. The drawings are objected to because the presented figures do not clearly show as to how 
the "industrial handling apparatus" lifts the "roll of material (40)" (not shown). It appears that 
the additional figure of showing "a top view of the industrial handling apparatus gripping 
or lifting the roll of material" is recommended to clearly show the invention. A proposed 
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drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

5. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given 
in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Therefore, it appears that the phrase or words "is disclosed herein. Said industrial roll handling 
apparatus" (abstract page, lines 1-2) should be deleted. 

Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1 and 4 are objected to because of the following informalities: it appears that the 
words "an aperture" (claims 1 and 4, line 22) should be changed to — one of said apertures — 
since the "plurality of apertures (25,25)" have been already recited in line 14. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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8. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The exact meaning of the claimed phrase "said inner barrel having a plurality of 
apertures cut through the edge of the outer circumference thereof (claims 1 and 4, lines 
16-17) is not clearly understood as to how the "plurality of apertures" cut through the 
edge of the circumference. Moreover, the claimed limitation "an aligned aperture (in the 
inner barrel for keeping the inner barrel from turning)" (claims 1 and 4, line 22) is vague 
and indefinite as to whether applicant is claiming "an additional aperture of the inner 
barrel" or is referring to the "plurality of apertures" that is already recited in line 17. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1 and 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. Claims 2,3 and 5-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Okada (5,020,963) shows a pair of attachment legs (1 1,1 1), a means (12) for locking the 
attachment to a forklift, a means (3,3) for securing a cylindrical object, and a plate (13) to secure 
the object. However, Okada (5,020,963) does not show a triangular truss body, a pair of 
concealment plates, bearing casings, an axle, a collar, inner and outer barrels, and a pin for 
alignment. 
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Conclusion 



1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Leman (5,207,550) shows a drum handling apparatus..
